Garrett, charged jointly with murder 
in connection with the killing of 
Thomas J. Thwaite near Lakewood 
park April 14, the ease was submitted 
to the jury late Wednesday afternoon. 
Arguments for the defense were <deliv- 
ered by W. M. Bailey and Thomas J. 
Ripley. 

Gibby is 18 years old and Garrett 
is 22 years old. Both of them testi- 
fied under oath in their ease, an un- 
usual procedure in Georgia law, here 
defendants charged with murder are 
permitted to make unsworn _ state- 
ments to the jury witht undergoing 
cross-examination from the  prosecnu- 
tion. Attorneys for the men refused 
to place each one on the stand under 
oath and they were subjected to se- 
vere cross-examination by the solicitor 
general after they had testified. They 
declared that they killed Thwaite in 
self-defense.

Army E ngineers 
Tackle Largest 
‘Task Since War 


BY ALFRED P. RECK. 

Washington, September 21. — 
(United News:)—Harnessing the Mis- ; 
sissippi river, ordinarily muddy an 
peaceful, but powerful and dangerous 
in time of flood, is proving to be the 
.greatest task the army engineers have 
tackled since the world war. 

Practically every person, military! 
and civilian, under the command of 
Major General Edgar Jadwin, chief 
of army engineers, is engaged in some 
form or other in collecting data on 
flood control. More than 150 engi- 
neers. combined with a field ..d eler- 
ical force of approximately 2,000, have 
been working on the task since early 
summer. They will not be ready with 
a definite program until November 15. 

Consequently a special session of 
congress will not be called, it was an- 
nounced at the white house. With the 
engineers’ proposals unavailable until 
the middte of November, flood control

that. time, the senate will probably 
) have cleaned up its internd> business 
| and will be ready to devote full atten- 
‘tion to the major problem. 
Legislation Enacted. 

However, after the necessary legis- 
lation is enacted and the initial ap-

ing expenditure of between $300,000,- 
OVO and $500,000,000, 

The definite flood control program 
to be proposed to congress wi.. not 
be known until engineers, have com- 
pleted their study of all phases «* the 
problem. 

Previously opposed to spillways in 
any form, the army engineers are un- 
derstood to be converted to the idea 
that safety valves will be necessary 
to control the river. It is believed 
their program will call for higher and 
stronger levees and a system of spill- 
ways through which the Mississippi 
can pour after reaching a certain 
level. 


To Convert Crevasse. 

It is possible that the crevasse, 
blown in the levee at Poydras, south 
of New Orleans, to save that city from 
danger during ‘the last flood will be 
| converted into a permanent spillway. 
The efficiency of spillway was force- 
fully impressed upon engineers and 
those previously opposed to this sys- 
tem of flood control in: the creation 
of the Poydras crevasse. 

Members of the Mississippi river 
commission, known as “levee men,” 
recommended, and General Jadwin ap- 
proved, the creation of the spillway 
at Poydras as a last resort to pre- 
vent New Orleans from being flooded. 
The success of the dynamited crevasse 
convinced even the most skeptical.

LAY REVIVALIST CALLS FIGHT: ON SIN '

Trenton, N. J., September 21.— 
After but 40 minutes’ deliberation, the 
jury which today heard testimony in 
the $50,000 suit for damages brought 
by Mrs. Margaret Harris McClure, of 
Philadelphia, against Dr. Frank J. 
Moore, of Camden, charging slander, 
returned a verdict clearing the phy- 
sician. The jury found “no cause for 
action.” and Judge Bodine dismissed 
the suit. 

The defendant reiterated from the 
witness stand that he believed the 
well-known publisher, Thompson UH. 
McClure, was slowly poisoned. He was 
72 when he died, six months after 
his discharge from the West Jersey 
Homeopathic hospital, Camden. 

Mrs. MeClure charged that Dr. 
Moore told her husband she was poi- 
soning him and that as a result she 
was cut off in his will, save for her 
(lower rights. She is suing to break 
the will. 

Dr. Moore testified that from April, 
1922, on, he was suspicious of poi- 
soning because of the patient's failure 
to respond to treatment and because

How Georgia’s 
Vote Went in All 
Presidential Elections 


“ditor Constitution: ‘The state of 
Georgia was the fourth of the thir- 
teen states to ratify our country’s 
constitution. This ratification took 
place January 2, 1788. During 1789 
George Washington was inangurated 
and his administrations lasted until 
1797. All the states had voted for 
him unanimously, Georgia giving him 
jts five electoral votes in 1780 was its 
four votes in 1792. It is wofth while 
to study the presidential elections in 


Georgian from 1796 to 

in 1796 Georgia voted for Jeffer- 
son, yet in 1800 it divided its votes | 
between Jefferson and Burr. In 1804 
it chose Jefferson and then, until! 
1820, it voted respectively for Madi- : 
son and Monroe. It selected Craw-! 
ford instead of Jackson in 1824 and it 
chose Jackson in 1828 and’ in 1832. 
Georgia did not follow Jackson's ad- 
vice in 1836 when it voted for Hugh 
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dangerous. The pilots and navigators 
who enter know it.

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NO MOSQUITOES, NO MALARIA, 

The name “maiaria™ is just as mis- 
leading as the name “cold.’’ Malaria 
means literally bad air, but the name 
was giver. the disease before the na- 
tyre or cause of the disease was 
known. It still misleads a great many 
people who persist in imagining that 


some vague miasm that comes out of 
a swamp or even by night air. 
Malaria is never caused by bad 
drinking water, bad aie or bad food. 
One can get malaria only by being 
inoculated by a mosquito, and only by 
a mosquito of the Anopheles genus or 
variety, and oniy by the female Ano- 


pheles, usually the quadrimaculatus 
variety in this country, and only when 
she has had access to a malaria pa- 
tient and the privilege of drawing off 
a sample of the atient’s blood 
through her bill. No mosquitoes, no 
malaria. At least no other insect, ani- 
mal or inanimate ‘carrier has been 
fougd. 

The common or garden mosquito 
that makes life miserable in many 
parts of the northern states and Can- 
ada cannot carry malaria. These fa- 
miliar porch pests are of the Culex 
genus or variety. ‘There are certain 
characteristic differences between 
Anopheles and Culex mosquitoes that 
every one should know, if only for 
peace of mind in case of collision with 
the pests: First, the Culex or non- 
malaria carrying mosquitoes com- 
monly breed in unscreened cisterns, 
rain barrels, hoof prints in the 
ground, old cans or bottles left to 
hold water about the dooryard, ob- 
structed eaves, bird baths and the 
like. On the other hand Anopheles 
o. malaria carrying mosquitoes sel- 
dom breed close to habitations but 
prefer ponds or reservoirs or cul- 
verts, or sluggish streams or pools in 
old stone quarries. When a Culex 
alights on the skin th> mosquito’s 
body is parallel with the plane of 
the skin. When an Anopheles alights 
the mosquito’s body is at an angle 
with the plane of the skin, as though 
this more deadly mosquito takes a po- 
sition calculated to aid her in thrust- 
ing her proboscis into a victim’s skin. 
The larvae (wiggletails) of the Culex 
or non-malaria carrying mosquito 
hang downward on the surface of the 
water, whereas the Anophelen wiggle- 
tails rest parallel with the surface. 
C: course no mosquitoes.can breed :x- 
cept in water. A thin film of oil 
sprayed on the water kills the wiggle- 
tails or mosquito larvae by suffocat- 
ing them, and so rids the vicinity of 
the pests. 


laria. We need not suggest various 
conditions which produce chills and 
fever. But only the finding of the 
malaria parasites in the red cor- 
puscles of the patient’s blood ' 
rants a positive diagnosis of malaria 
in the place where we know no ma- 
laria-carrying mosquitoes occur, 

In a region where Anopheles mos- 
quitoes occur, a fairly safe diagnosis 
may be made even if the microscopic 
examination of the blood smear fails 
to show the malarial parasites, if the 
pliysician finds an enlarged spleen 
and especially when there are other 
positively diagnosed cases of malaria 
in the same vicinity. 

No good physician even suspects 
malaria in the northern states or 
Canada, unless the patient has visited 
or resided in a region where the Ano- 
pheles mosquito is a recognized habi- 
tant. In non-malarial districts a lot 
of bunk. is disguiggd as “malaria.”

Oue clause of the Neill law pro- 
vided that departments could draw 
only 75 per cent of the funds they 
collected. The law provides that all 
departments shall pay all funds col- 
lected into the state treasury. Under 
the Neill law the departments ap- 
parently would be able*to draw out 
only 75 per cent of such funds, but 
after studying all phases of the law 
the attorney general ruled that such 
funds should be placed in the treas- 
ury to the credit of the department 
collecting them and should remain to 
the credit of such departments for six 
months after collection. 

The attorney general declared that

‘Horatio G. Lloyd 
is very close to Stotesbury. Morrow 
went in in 1914 to help with his 
legal mind. Thomas Cochran first 
made his mark in St. Paul as a busi- 
ness man. Russell C, Leffinewell. one 
of the new partners, was a successful 
lawyer with wide international ex- 
perience. George Whitney. Thomas 8S. 
Gates, Arthur Anderson, William Ew- 
ing and Julins S. Morgan grew np 
with the firm. specializing in differ- 
ent work. F. Bartow, a bond man, 
came from the ‘First National bank. 

After becoming a busy partner in 
the Morgan firm Morrow managed to 
find time some way or other for out- 
side work, including prison reform in 
New Jersey and a much needed change 
in the laws of that state, helping 
Hoover out of wartime tangles, help- 
ing straighten out the aviation mess 
at Washington. Morrow has done 
more of such outside work than any 
other member of the Morgan firm. 
Wall street believes that Morrow will 
go back into the Morgan firm when 
he has finished his Mexican job,
